DETROIT (Reuter). — Ronald* 
Reagan, former actor and governor 
of California, was certain to be 
chosen yesterday as the Republican 
Party's candidate for president of 
the U.S. 

An election manifesto, which was 
virtually dictated by right-wingers, 
Reagan's hard-core supporters, 
was adopted by the party’s national 
convention here last night. 

> Reagan, who today will announce 
his choice for running mate, will not 
be bound by the platform, although 
It appeared to be specially scripted 
for him. Some highlights: 

• Defence: It said the U.S. faced 
"the most serious challenge to its 
survival in the two centuries of Its 
existence," due in major part to a 
weakened defence posture. It said 
the U.S. must recapture military 
superiority over the Soviet Union 

• Soviet' Relations: It' repudiated 
the pending U.S.-Soviet strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT II) 


and said the U.S. must negotiate 
such treaties in future from a posi- 
tion of strength. . 

• Economy: It endorsed a con- 
troversial conservative plan to cut 
taxes by about 10 per eent per year 
for three years and pledged to 
balance the federal budget by a 
combination of reduced spending 
and higher growth rates. 

• Women's rights: It ended the 
party's 40-year tradition of suppor- 
ting a proposed constitutional 
amendment guaranteeing equal 
rights for women, although It ex- 
pressed strong support for women's 
rights In principle. It also urged 
that abortions be made illegal. 

• Energy: It said U.S. domestic 
energy supplies were plentiful If in- 
dustry was -allowed to tap them 
without unnecessary government 
regulation. It advocated Immediate 
decontrol of oil prices, repeal of the 
windfall oil profits tax and faster 
development of nuclear power.

The Energy Ministry wants to 
raise the price of fuel by 40 per cent 
and is likely to go ahead with its 
plans within the next few days. If it 
does, drivers will pay some 104.80 
for a litre -of 94 octane petrol, four 
times as much as they were paying 
a year ago, when the price was 
IS1JZ0. 

Behind the ministry’s plan is the 
desire to bring local fuel prices Into 
Une with those charged abroad lh 
countries from which Israel buys 
fueL The ministry also wants to 
cover price rises resulting from the 
devaluation of the shekel. 

"Cheap" fuel stocks acquired at 
the end of last year are now used 
up. Israelis are now going to have to 
pay for the expensive fuel the 
government bought last winter at 
spot market prices which compare 
unfavourably with those paid by 
other governments in the same 
-period. Prices also dropped after 
the government had made its 
purchases. • 

Price rises in Israel will he 
moderated aomewbat because of 
the recent slowdown in spot market 
price rises which have now brought 


trading in thir- rrafclc mart Into line 
• with, and now even lower than, fuel 
prices determined in long-term con- 
tracts. (See story below.) 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvit* 
and Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt must both 
authorise any fuel price rise. A 
decision can also be taken on the 
subject by the economic cabinet. 
The final decision, likely this 
month, will probably be taken by 
the Treasury, with an eye to its 
effect on the consumer price index. 

What seems clear now is that any 
substantial price rise for Industrial 
crude oil for running the country’s 
electric power stations la unlikely, 
x despite considerations of cutting 
subsidies here. The Industry 
Ministry is known to oppose the 
move, and if prices are raised elec- 
tricity and water will become more 
expensive, with a spiralling effect 
on other prices in the economy. 

Apparently, car drivers will ‘con- 
tinue to subsidise the price of crude 
and other heavy fuels. 

But fuel price rises are still likely 
to jack electricity and water bills 
by some 25 per cent, with the 
government trying to trim the 
water subsidy In Une with the 
Treasury's original plans.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has ex 
pressed Its concern to both France 
and Iraq over the proposed sale of 
French uranium to the radical 
Ba’ath regime In Baghdad. 

In the course of U.S.-French 
diplomatic exchanges on the con- 
troversial transaction, France said 
that It agreed with America's 
desire to see the spread of nuclear 
development limited. 

But the French were apparently 
not swayed by America's Initial ef- 
forts to delay the uranium deal with 
Iraq. 

U.S. concerns were conveyed 
directly to Iraqi diplomats station- 
ed at their interests section at the 
Indian Embassy here. Baghdad 
severed full ties with Washington In 
1967, and has refused to renew them 
ever since. 

Israel Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron yesterday telephoned Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Harold 
Sounders to urge the U.S. to take a 
more forceful stance against the 
proposed uranium sale. 

Earlier yesterday. Evron met 
privately for 90 minutes with 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskle 
to discuss a wide variety of Issues, 
Including next week’s scheduled 
UN General Assembly special ses- 
sion on Palestine.', 

The Americans are bracing for 
another anti-Israel resolution call- 
ing for the establishment of an In- 
dependent Palestinian state. A 
relatively moderate resolution, 
U.S. officials said, would probably 
isolate Washington and Jerusalem 
during the roll call of the more than 
.160 member nations. 

But the Arabs might press for an 
extreme resolution, which could en- 
courage some other Western states 
to join Israel and the U.S. In voting 
against it. 

Evron and Muskle also discussed 
other related developments. In- 
cluding proposed U.S. arms sales to 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia and the 
dragging Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations. 

British MK’s protest 

LONDON (Reuter). — Politicians 
from .both major British parties 
yesterday protested against the 
French sale to Iraq of materials 
which could be used to make a 
.nuclear bomb. But Foreign Office 
Junior Minister Nicholas Ridley 
said In parliament that Britain had 
no plans to raise the' issue with 
France. 

Conservative member of parlia- 
ment Winston Churchill has ac- 
cused France of agreeing to supply 
highly-enriched uranium for a 
nuclear power station in return for 
assured oil supplies. 

Labour spokesman Peter Shore 
urged the government to raise the 
Issue with France. Conservative Sir 
Hugh Fraser said the French action 
could lead to the explosion of the en- 
tire Middle East 


Oil glut causes drop in prices 
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LONDON (Reuter). — A growing 
glut of oil has .brought a sharp 
slump In market prices, some of 
which have fallen below official 
levels charged by producers, 
traders reported yesterday. 

Scores of tankers, bearing 
millions of barrels of oil are lying 
idle off the ports of major con- 
suming nations as their owners 
seek buyers for their cargoes, 
traders added. 

Prices on the free “spot” 


markets of London, Rotterdam, 
Singapore and New York have 
dropped steadily In recent weeks, 
they said. Prices for African oils' 
are up to fl.85 below official levels 
at between 835 and S36 a barrel. 

In Baghdad, Iraqi Oil Minister 
Tayeh Abdel Karim said that the In- 
dustrialized nations and the inter- 
national oil companies have 
stockpiled millions of barrels of 
crude oil and are threatening the 
world’s oil producing countries.

Lebanon’s Moslem Premier 
Salim Hoss yesterday quit the 
government, apparently at 
odds with Christian President 
Ellas Sarlds over the latter’s 
reluctance to oppose the Chris- 
tian Ph&lange party plan to set 
up an autonomous administra- 
tion In Its enclaves. 

Shortly after Hoss accused the 
Phalangiata of usurping the powers 
of the central government, an of- 
ficial statement said that Sarkis 
had accepted the resignation which 
Hoss originally tendered five weeks 
n. Sarkis had rejected It at the 
time. 

Hoss. 51, takes with him the 
members of the third cabinet he has 
formed since coming to office some 
four years ago. His resignation 
coincided with the Phalangists’ an- 
nouncement that they will set up a 
"National Council for Lebanese 
Resistance" to consolidate Chris- 
tian self-rule and combat "Syrian 
and Palestinian occupation" of 
Lebanon. 

The Phalangists said that they 
would create a legislative assembly 
and administration to run the sec- 
tors they control in East Beirut and 
much of the northern region. 

The Phalanglst party militia last 
week seized total control of those 
sectors in bloody battles with the 
rival National Liberal Party head- 
ed by former President Camille 
Chamoun. 

Phalanglst party chieftain Pierre 
Jemayyel yesterday said that his 
militias would soon spread their 
control to other areas of Lebanon — 
presumably those controlled by 
Syrian troops and the Palestine 
liberation Organization in eastern 
and southern Lebanon. 

Jemayyel’s remark signalled a 


possible showdown between the 
Christians on the one band and the 
Syrians and the PLO on the other — 
and probably the collapse of the 
four-year -old civil war armistice. 

The scope of the confrontation 
will depend on actions by Lebanon’s 
Moslem leadership and the 
followers of Chamoun. 

The Chamoun camp faces the 
dilemma of wanting to avenge their 
recent defeat at the hands of the 
Phalan gists, but not at the expense 
of their allegiance to the Christian 
cause. 

The autonomy plans published In 
the Phalanglst party daily, "Al- 
AmaJ" yesterday indicated that the 
legislative body planned for the 
Christian sectors would include 
members of the Lebanese Front,

Iraq can have A-bombs 
by mid-’80s, MKs told

The quantity of uranium which 
France is supplying to Iraq, along 
with other French assistance in the 
form of training, equipment and 
manpower for the French-made 
reactor, is sufficient to give Iraq 
several atomic bombs by the 
mld-1960'a. 

A senior IDF intelligence officer, 
saying this yesterday In the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee during a brief- 
ing on French nuclear aid to Iraq, 
said that French experts were 


working on the reactor in Iraq and 
Iraqi scientists were being trained 
in France. The enriched uranium - 
supplied was of high quality, he 
added. 

The officer said that Italy, too, 
was helping Iraq to establish 
nuclear technology laboratories. 

Even the strictest supervision, 
cannot possibly prevent a country 
Illegally developing nuclear 
weaponry, the IDF man said. The 
nuclear capability which Iraq is 
developing today will enable it to 
build a military nuclear lnfrastruc-

Women cautioned over 
politicizing conference

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COPENHAGEN (AF). - U.S. 
delegate Sarah Wcddington yester- 
day warned the World Conference 
of the UN Decade for Women 
against jeopardizing its work "by 
rank polemics unrelated to our pur- 
pose here." 

Her comments drew applause 
from delegates and many lined up 
to personally congratulate her 
following Tuesday's highly 
politicised speeches and 
demonstrations. 

Her remarks Included direct 
rebuke of Cuban and Syrian 
delegates and indirect criticism of 
the walk-out and noisy 
demonstrations by Arab, Palesti- 
nian and other delegations during 
the speech of Jehan Sadat, wife of 
Egypt’s president. 

Despite wide agreement with her 
views, hope was slim for reversing 
the political trend set during the 
first three days of the l$-day con- 
ference. Confrontations were 
reported to be shaping up in com- 
mittees working on a draft 
programme of action for the second 
half of the women's decade launch- 
ed in Mexico City in 1975. 

Outside the conference hall a, 
small group of women dressed In 
black led by Sister Anne Gillen, an 
American nun, demonstrated for 
"freedom for the Jewish woman" 
in the Soviet Union. They carried a 
portrait of Ida Nudel, a Moscow 
Jew exiled to Siberia three years 
ago and for whose freedom Sister 
Anne has offered herself in ex- 
change. 

Meanwhile, a group of Inter- 
nationally eminent women, in- 
cluding several political figures, ar- 
tists, authors and actresses have 
signed a statement appealing to the 
participants to avoid politicization 
of, the conference and to "preserve 


its universal character." 

Among those who signed the 
statement are Simone de Beauvoir, 
Louise Nevelson, Madeleine 
Ronaud, Beverly Sills and Bella Ab- 
zug. 

The statement was Initiated In 
France by a group of women aware 
that certain agenda Items might 
turn the event into an explosive 
political forum. 

Deviating from her prepared 
text, Wcddington said die found 
statements made on Tuesday by 
Cuba and Syria attacking the. U.S. 
and larael-Egypt to be "objec- 
tionable and unwarranted." 

This was particularly so, she 
said, because of the important ob- 
jectives that had brought 110 
nations together for the conference- 
"The work of the conference Is so 
important that we must not permit 
it to be jeopardized by rank 
polemics unrelated to our purpose 
here," she said. 

Australian chief delegate Robert 
James Elllcott, minister of the in- 
terior responsible for women's af- 
fairs, also appealed to the con- 
ference to stick to the real problems 
of women. 

"Australia expects this con- 
ference to come to grips with the 
major obstacles to progress and 
concentrate on pertinent and prac- 
tical action," Elllcott said. 

Madame Nguyen Ngoc Dung, 
chief delegate for Vietnam, devoted 
most of her speech to scathing at- 
tacks on hegemonists and im- 
perialists. In Indirect reference to 
China and the U.S. 

She said the peoples of Vietnam, 
Laos and Kampuchea are now 
engaged in "a fourth war" in which 
they face "their old enemy to the 
-north" in collusion with “the enemy 
across the Pacific."

— Mapam and some 
Labour party circles yesterday urg- 
ed Labour chairman Shimon Peres 
not to undertake any coalition deals 
with any party prior to the elec- 
tions. 

The request follows a statement 
by Peres in Beersheba on Tuesday 
that If returned to power. Labour 
would not be averse to renewing Its 
coalition ties with the National 
Religious Party. Peres stressed, 
however, that the NRP should not 
expect the education portfolio 
which would be retained by Labour. 

Labour insiders told The 
Jerusalem Post that Perea is es-

Rabin. Should Labour, as a result, 
suffer at the polls, the NRP would 
find itself in a stronger baxgainlpg 
position, it is said. 

The Peres overtures to the NRP 
on Tuesday have Irritated some 
circles In the Alignment, and 
Mapam went so far as to issue an 
official statement calling on him to 
refrain from discussing coalition 
deals which might he made after 
the elections.

economic cabinet, but with no prior 
commitment by the Treasury. He 
also said the new wage contract 
was good for the country and that 
"our fate depends on it" 

Melr Cohen (Likud) opposed the 
Treasury stand, and said "the In- 
crements for high-income brackets 
are unjustified. They already get 
various other benefits.” Those Ht 
hardest, he insisted, are the poorest 
and production workers. The Likud 
came to power to correct distor- 
tions and Instead was perpetuating 
them, he added. 

Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz demanded full 
adjustment of the credit points and 
allowances, citing Nil statistics. 

For instance, a couple with no 
children, who had a gross income of 

151.000 In June will receive net com- 
pensation of 20 per cent in their July 
salary payment. The same couple 
with two children will get a 17.2 per 
cent Increase, with four children, 
13.8 per cent, and with six children 
only.

In the> top tenth of the Income 
scale, a worker loses 0.6 per cent If 
the credit points and allowances 
lire not adjusted. In the lowest 
tenth, the loss la 7 per cent. 

Yonun Bar adds: 

The Histadrut will continue to 
fight for the total updating of child 


allowance and tax credit points, 
and sees this as an integral part of 
the wage agreement it signed 
recently with the government. 

At a stormy meeting of the 
Histadrut ’ 3 Central Committee last 
night, a majority defeated a 
proposal that the Histadrut go back 
on the agreement If the government 
refuses to update credit points and 
child allowances. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel told The 
Jerusalem Post after the meeting 
that he sees Hurvitz" interpretation 
of the agreement as a distortion. To 
illustrate his point, he cited 
previous wage agreements that had 
automatically updated tax 
brackets, credit points and child 
allowances. 

Meshel explained that Histadrut 
representatives who had negotiated 
with the Civil Service Commission 
had made it clear that this time, 
too, they saw these three com- 
ponents as Integrally bound up with 
thed agreement. The Civil Service 
Commission had gone along with 
this, Meshel said. 

Asked what steps the Histadrut 
might take if Hurvitz does not meet 
its terms, Meshel said there would 
first be a public struggle and 
Knesset debate. Only later would a 
decision be taken on further steps. 


CAIRO (AP). — Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali yesterday re- 
jected Prime Minister Men ahem 
Begin ’a assertion that Egypt had 
changed position on key negotiating 
topics like the status of Jerusalem. 

"All the (Israeli) declarations do 
not change the unchanged Egyptian 
position and our accurate reading 
of Camp David and (UN Resolu- 
tion) 242 on which Camp David is 
built.” All said. 

Ali was speaking to reporters at 
the Foreign Ministry after meeting 
with American Intermediaries in an 
attempt to find common ground for 
continuing the talks' on Palestinian 
autonomy. 

In a recent interview with 
"Reader’s Digest," President 
Anwar Sadat said Egypt was not 
seeking a redl vision of Jerusalem, 
but was calling on Israel to respect 
the rights of the world's 800 million 
Moslems to visit their holy sites as 
it respects the rights of the world’s 
16 million Jews. 


Begin said on Tuesday that Egypt 
had abandoned agreements in the 
Camp David accords. 

Attending the 45-minute meeting 
yesterday in the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry were Ali, Egyptian 
negotiator Butros Ghali, U.S. am- 
bassador Alfred Atherton, State 
Department legal adviser Harold 
Hansell, and aides. 

“This kind of meeting Is to have a 
chance to review where we are," 
Atherton said. It was held one day 
after the ending of preliminary 
talks aimed at getting the 
autonomy talks, broken off In May, 
restarted. 

Ambassador James Leonard, one 
of the top American negotiators, 
was doe to arrive In Israel last 
night with Hansell to present 
American "procedural Ideas" to 
the Israeli negotiators. Sources 
said the Americans were expected 
to return to Cairo following their 
discussions in Israel. 

Top-level autonomy talks are to 
resume In Alexandria on August 5. 


Discord between Egyptian, 
French MDs treating shah

CAIRO. — Egyptian doctors 
treating the Shah of Iran In a 
military hospital just outside Cairo 
are annoyed over what they call the 
"stubbornness and arrogance” of 
their French colleagues. 

Two members of the Egyptian 
medical team at Ma'adl military 
hospital said they could have per- 
formed a simple 10 -mlnute opera- 
tion on an abscess In the shah’s 
right leg, but that the French doc- 
tors, with support from the shah’s 
wife, insisted on awaiting the 
return of Dr. Vanier from Paris. 
Vanler, who had been in Egypt 
earlier this month, returned late on 


Tuesday night. 

The Egyptian doctors claim that 
the abscess appeared soon after, a 
French doctor took a blood sample 
from the shah’s leg by syringe. 

The Egyptians said their advice 
and suggestions were all but Ig- 
nored while the French made the 
decisions 

According to the Egyptian doc- 
tors, the French do not compare 
favourably with the Americans who 
preceded them. The Americans, 
they said, held joint conferences of 
all the doctors treating the shah and 
were open to suggestions. 

The shah's spokesman, Mark 
Morse,, reported .no significant 
change in the shah’s health 


Treating patient like a rusty screw

"Alon's screw" will soon be 
produced and marketed commer- 
cially, it was revealed yesterday at 
the World Congress on Behaviour 
Therapy being held at Jerusalem's 
Blnyenei Ha'ooma. 

Halm Omer, an Israel Defence 
Force psychologist, was only half- 
joking about a. six-inch rusty screw 
with a nut set deep into Its midriff, 
which his colleague, IDF psy- 
chologist Nahman Alon, had 
"invented" as a therapeutic tool for - 
treating patients suffering from the 
long-term effects of a traumatic ex- 
perience. 

Omer explained that Alon, an ex- 
ponent of “the Indirect approach" 
in behaviour therapy, produces the 
screw midway In a treatment ses- 
sion and then discuss ways of free- 
ing the rust-encrusted nut with the. 
patient. 

Omer continued: He would ask 


advice on types of wrenches, on 
angles of approach, on possible sub- 
mersion of the screw In oil. That 
screw is the patient — his social, 
mental and emotional functioning 
has rusted, and we have to "oil” 
him to bring him hack to working 
condition." 

Telling it with a great deal of 
humour, but deadly serious un- 
derneath. Alon recalled his treat- 
ment of a family traumatized by 
the terrorist attack on a Nahariya 
apartment block last year. 

Fired upon by the terrorists who 
had abducted and killed members 
of the Haran family, the father, 
mother and two daughters had 
scattered Into the fields around- the 
house and lain motionless for eight 
.hours before daringto return home. 

Severe trauma, symptoms emerg- 
ed. The girls refused to sleep 
anywhere but in their parenta* 
room: the father would stand with . 
gun In hand for hours by the win- 




dow, scanning the horizon for 
terrorists, the mother stopped ser- 
ving meals regularly, and the house 
was shuttered and electronically 
wired against possible attacks. 

Alon began the treatment by 
spending eight hours discussing 
that night's events with the whole 
family. Later, he had the two girls 
show him around the flat, pointing 
out those corners of which they 
were most afraid. Together, they 
drew a funny picture, with Mickey 
Mouse figures, to hang on the door 
of their bedroom. It read: "The 
room of terrible fear." 

Then shouting, he started exer- 
cising the girls In springing out of 
their beds, taeside their parents' 
bed, an if under terrorist attack. 
The girls, giggling, fell Into the 
game pattern. 

Over the weeks. Alon hod the 
girls draw their nightmare 
monsters. Alon added a wriatwatch

• In addition to the direct threat to 
Israel's welfare, Iraqi nuclear 
potential Injects a new Instability 
into a region which supplies much 
of the world's oil needs. The im- 
plications of such Instability are 
hard to foresee. 

• An appeal should go out to 
enlightened and peace-loving peo- 
ple .around the world, and In France 
too, to work to foil the plan to give 
Iraq a French-made nuclear poten- 
tial with its inherent dangers.

— Substantially more 
women than men have “adverse 
drug reactions,” according to a sur- 
vey just finished by the Drug 
Monitoring Centre of the Depart- 
ment of Clinical Pharmacology in 
the Ministry of Health. Of the 1,264 
adverse drag reactions- in 1979, 
females had 764 and men only 610. 

Another surprising finding was 
that of the 1,089. Jews who reported 
their ethnic origin. Western Jews 
(Ashkenazi) had more than twice 
aa many such reactions as Oriental 
Jews. Tbe figures were 778 Western 
Jews and 311 Oriental ones. 

“This Is a strange finding since 
the amount of patients who visit 
doctors and take drugs la almost 
equally divideds among the two 
main ethnic groups," the report 
says.. 

Western Jews had three times as 
many allergic reactions as orien- 
tals and here the findings for 
females were again particularly . 
outstanding: of the 77 cases of 


allergic reactions reported, 56 were 
women. 

As in former surveys, the older a 
person, the more Ukely he Is to have 
a drug reaction. The majority were 
In the 60 plus age group, followed by 
those in the 41-60 age bracket. 

In contrast to previous years 
when drags against cancer caused 
the most adverse reactions, In 1979 
the leader was anti-infectious drugs 
(mainly penicillin), followed - by 
cardiovascular drugs, with the anti- 
cancer drugs being third.

Jewish criticism helps enemies, Burg says

American Jews have the right to 
give their opinions and advice cm 
Israel's policies but should be 
aware that “our enemies are only 
too happy to 'exploit Jewish 
I' criticism publicly expressed,” 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg said. 

Burg was speaking at the 16th 
Amerlcan-Israell "Dialogue” at the 
Van Leer Auditorium fn Jerusalem. 
The symposium opened on Tuesday 
night and -is sponsored by the 
American Jewish Congress. 

Burg was responding to a state- 
ment by Theodore Mann of 
Philadelphia, former chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of 
Ma'jor American Jewish 
Organizations. Mann said, that 
while. Israelis and U.S. Jews should 
avoid interference in each other’s 
internal politics, there should be an . 
“unfettered right to express 
ourselves In respect of each other’s 
affairs.”. . . 


Mann said, “We refrain from 
attempting to influence Israeli 
security decisions because... we are 
ill-equipped to recommend what 
risks Israelis ought to take.” 

On the issue of West Bank 
settlements, Mann said, “there Is a 
worldwide Jewish consensus that 
supports Israel's holding on to them 
for security reasons — but not for 
religious reasons.” 


He criticized two groii^ln Israeli 
life .who he said were "unwittingly 
pushing this nation Into despair, If 
not to war.” One, he said, was com- 
posed of "those who are certain 
that the Almighty wants the Jewish 
people to settle in Judea and 
Samaria and keep it forever, and 
who act on that belief.” 


Burg pointed out. that Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, had cited 
American Jewish criticism, of. 


Israeli policies. This results in a 
weakening of Israel's bargaining 
. »■ the 


position lit' the . current autonomy 
talks, he added. 


.The other was made up of 
“elements within the political es- 
tablishment which encourage the 
first group in order to further 
nationalist aims, or in order to keep 
a frail coalition together.” 

• MK Abba Ebon supported the 
right of “earnest, responsible 
preoccupation with Israeli policies 
and. attitudes.” He added, “Israel's 
danger arises not from any excess 
of Jewish zeal or Involvement but, 
on the contrary, from 'the prospect 


of Jewish apathy and detachment.' 

During yesterday's discussion 
Morris Abram' of New York, former 
president of Brandeis University, 
explained why he had not signed a 
statement originally signed by 200 
Israelis and circulated among 
American Jewish leaders by 
Leonard Fein, editor of "Moment" 
magazine. 

“I refused to join in that 
statement,” Abram said, "because 
it was written by Israelis and cast 
In terms of Israeli politics. Right or 
wrong, I did not wish as an 
American to be a tail on an Israeli 
kite.” 

At the same time, however, 
Abram- said, "too much Is at stake 
to remain silent in response to 
Israel's West Bank .settlements 
policy. "To the extent that this 
policy is not credibly based on 
security needs,” Abram said, "it 
has furnished a pretext wMch Is 
very, very effective... for a fun- 
damental shift in American policy 
vis-a-vis Israel,” as evidenced by 
recent U.S. votes in the UN 
Security Council and other actions 
and statements from Washington. 

The "Dialogue” will continue 
this morning and afternoon, and 
adjourn tomorrow at noon.

500 face death penalty 
for anti-Khomeini plot

TEHERAN (AP). — Iran's ruling 
Revolutionary Council yesterday 
said that the trial ot some 500 peo- 
ple • nlrcady arrested In the plot 
against Ayatollah Khomeini’s 
regime will begin shortly. 

Ayatollah Mohammad Behiesti, 
head of the Iranian Supreme Court, 
. shid the trial wUl .be open to the 
public and televised and that the 
plotters face the death penalty. 

The council ordered the nation's 
borders sealed yesterday and today 
to prevent the escape of other con- 
spirators in the plot against 
Khomeini. • 

“It is only for a limited period, as 
. approved by the Revolutionary 
Council, but of course If it Ms 
necessary during this period, the 
matter will be reviewed," said the 
prosecutor-general, Ayatollah 

Mucavi Ardabili. 

Hasan Hablbi, the council’s 
spokesman, said Iran has asked 
Turkey to extradite two Iranian air 


rorco lieutenants involved In the 
plot. The officers flew their 
helicopter to Turkey over the 
weekend and asked for asylum. 

President Abolhassan Banl-Sadr 
said after a meeting with Khomeini 
that the trial of those arrested In the 
plot would begin yesterday or to- 
day. 

The Iranian government an- 
nounced late last week it had crush- 
ed a military plot to overthrow 
Khomeini's regime. By Sunday, 
about 500 people, many of them 
military men, were reported 
arrested in the alleged conspiracy. 

Iranian authorities said the plot 
called for air force planes to bomb 
Khomeini's home and a number of 
other targets in Teheran and other 
cities. 

A Catholic school in Teheran was 
closed yesterday and its priests 
were accused of spying for ZaraeL 
The school’s teachers were ordered 
not to leave the country. 


Bahais appeal to Khomeini 
against persecution in Iran 


NICOSIA (AP). — The Bahai com- 
munity of Cyprus cabled Iran's 
religious and political leader 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
yesterday, protesting against the 
execution and persecution of their 
co-religionists In Iran.

Soviet spy Philby still busy 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Harold 
"Kim" Philby, Soviet spy who 
came close to the top of British In- 
telligence in the 1940s and escaped 
to Moscow in 1963, is still on active 
duty, the government newspaper 
“Izvestla" said yesterday. 

The Kremlin organ also revealed 
that the OS-year-old Philby, "third 
man" in the spy scandal ot British . 
diplomats Donald Maclean and Guy 
Burgess who fled to Russia in 1951, 
has been given a new Soviet award, 
the Order of the Friendship of the 
Peoples. 

The "Izvestla" revelations came 
in a review of Philby's 
autobiographical book "My Secret 
War" detailing his long career as a 
Soviet agent, a Russian version of • 
which the newspaper-reported''hfig-^- 
Juat been published In Moscow. The 
book was published in the West in 
1968. 

The review said the spy, who In 
recent years has occasionally been' 
seen in Moscow by British jour- 
nalists who knew him as a cor- 
respondent in the Middle East, “is 
as before at hi* fighting post," but it 
gave no details of his work. ■ 

In brief chance meetings with 
foreigners in Moscow, Philby has 
indicated he is working as an ad- 
viser for the KGB (Committee of 
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State SeciHTityhrwhlch apart from 
its internal police role is responsi- 
ble for intelligence gathering 
abroad.

Five policemen shot in 
riot-scarred area of Miami 


MIAMI (AP). — Gangs of black 
youths roamed the streets of Liber- 
ty City on Tuesday night after five 
white policemen where shot and 
wounded, and 500 officers tem- 
porarily cordoned off an area of 
northwestern Miami. Police said 
most of the youths had gone home 
by dawn. 

More than 25 people were 
reported injured during the night of . 
rock- and bottle-throwing, sporadic 
looting, arson, fire-bombing and 
sniper fire. 

About 20 people were arrested by 
early yesterday. Dade County 
police spokesman Joe Keefe said. 

Traffic waa allowed to resume 
yesterday morning through the 
predominantly black .Liberty City 
area and a smaller .black area of 
Coconut Grove which had also been 
sealed off by police carrying 
shotguns and automatic weapons. 

The nightlong violence by hun- 
dreds of youths was triggered on 


Tuesday by a plainclothes officer'* 
attempt to stop, two black youth* 
from robbing a "white mortorist la 
the same neighbourhood 
devastated by race riot* two 
months ago, officials said. 

One officer was shot In the back' 
during that incident. 

Four other officers were injured. 
One was shot in the shoulder by a 
sniper; three others suffered super- 
ficial wound* as they patrolled the 
"neighbourhood. 

May's riots, which took the lives 
of 18 people and caused upwards of 
HOOm. damages, were sparked by 
the acquittal of four white ex- 
county officers charged in connec- 
tion with the beating to death of a 
black Miami businessman. 

Officials said a total of 18 people 
had been treated at Jackson 
Memorial Hospital for minor 
gunshot wounds, cuts, tontines and 
the effects of tear gas since the dis- 
turbances broke out.

Greek, Turkish links thaw 
as tourism officials meet 


SECUNDA, South Africa (AP). — 
Coloured (mixed-race) construc- 
tion workers rioted overnight at a 
vital synthetic oil plant site here, 
and officials ordered work halted 
yesterday for the third straight 
day. The previous shutdowns 
followed protests by black workers. 

A spokesman for Sasol — the 
South African Coal, Oil and Gas 
Corp. — said some Coloured 
workers set fire to a kitchen In their 
construction camp late on Tuesday. 

He said most of the plant’s 18,000 
construction workers reported to 
work yesterday, but added, "Dur- 
ing the course of the morning, some 
of the construction worker* again 
displayed signs of unrest... 
Construction activities will not be 


continued for the rest of the day." 

The Workers were subsequently 
offered their pay two days early 
and given until Monday to return to 
work, the spokesman sold. 

It was not clear what prompted 
the latest unrest at the plant 192 
km. southeast of Johannesburg, 
where Saaol is building the coun- 
try’s second and third ofl-from -coal 
plants. Initially, unrest was due to 
report* that a black worker had 
been shot by police. 

I Major oil-exporting nations have

coal reserves as an energy source. 


ANKARA. — Turkish and Greek 
tourism officials met. here yester- 
day and said “concrete 
cooperation" between the two coun- 
tries “may turn this area of the 
Aegean Sea into a tourist haven.” 

The meeting between Turkish 
Tourism Minister Barlas Kuntay 
and George Daskalakis, chief of the 
Greek National Tourism Organiza- 
tion, marked the warming of 
relation* between the two coun- 
tries. 

In a related development, 
Turkish Culture Minister Tevfik 
KOraiean arrived In Athens aboard 
one of the first direct flights to 
Greece since service was suspend- 
ed after the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus In 1974. Greece’s Olympic 
Airlines will start flights to Istanbul 
next mouth. 

Koraltan was invited to Greece 
by his Greek counterpart Andreas 
Andrianopoulos. He will attend the 
opening of an exhibition on Alex- 
ander "the Great in Salonika on 
Saturday and hold talks on cultural 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. 


But on the Island of Rhodes, 28 
people were Injured In 
demonstrations by residents of the 
Greek holiday island against the 
arrival of a Turkish ferry boat, 
police said yesterday. 

The clashes occurred late on 
Tuesday night' after police tried to 
disperse about 3,000 islanders who 
prevented the ferry TzemUk from 
docking in Rhodes harbour. Eight 
people were arrested. 

The Tzemlik was the first ferry to 
resume the sea link between Mar- 
marls in southwest Turkey and 
Rhodes, suspended In 1974. The ship 
left for Turkey without docking. 

Tourist officials in both countries 
said the Incident in Rhodes will not 
"impair cooperation" between the 
two NATO countries and the Greek 
government condemned the anti- 
Turkish demonstration. 

In addition to disputes over 
Cyprus, the two countries disagree 
on air rights and 'seabed explora- 
tion in the Aegean Sea, a controver- 
sy triggered by reports of a Greek 
discovery of oil in toe Aegean in the 
early 1970a. (AP, Reuter) 


Kampuchean guerrillas seek 
inf 1 aid against Vietnamese 


WESTERN KAMPUCHEA (AP). 
— . Guerrillas of toppled Kam- 
puchean premier Pol Pot admitted 
yesterday that they were under 
heavy pressure from reinforced 
Vietnamese units around their 
Mala! Hill stronghold. They plead- 
ed for International aid to continue 
fighting. 

An AP correspondent crossed the 
Thal-Kkmpuchean border at two 
points south of the key Thai frontier 
town of Aranyaprathet to interview 
followers of toe toppled leader who 
are waging a guerrilla war against 
the Vietnamese.

MOSCOW (AP). — Juan Antonio 
Samaranch of Spain was yesterday 
elected president of toe Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC). He will succeed Lord 
Kiiianin of Ireland when the flame 
goes out at the end of the Moscow 
Games and will serve for eight 
years. 

Samaranch, who will be 60 today, 
won a clear majority on the first 
ballot of toe IOC election. It was 
believed 75 of the IOCa 85 members 
were present. 

There were four other candidates 
— James Worrall of Canada, Willi 
Daume of West-Germ any, Marc 
Hodler of Switzerland . and Lance 
Cross of New Zealand. 

Samaranch, an industrialist and 
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former president of the Barcelona 
city parliament, has been Spanish 
ambassador in Moscow: since 2977. 
He was elected to -the IOC In 1968 
and almost Immediately began 
playing an Important role in the 
running of the Olympic movement 

Meanwhile. Australia, in an 
abrupt reversal yesterday an- 
nounced that It will march Its full 
190- member delegation in Satur- 
day's opening parade of toe games, 
and a handful of other countries ap- 
parently are having second 
thoughts about shunning the 
ceremony. 

Australia was one of 16 among the 
82 countries who had Informed the 
IOC initially that it would 'be.

Shimon' Peres' statements about 
implementing the autonomy plan 
Initially in Gaza have been well 
received here. It is expected that a 
government which he headed would 
take action on this score immediate- 
ly upon coming to power. Official 
circles have already started collec- 
ting material on Peres and they 
want more details on statements he 
has made about the peace process. 

Although Ezer Weinman is at the 
peak of his popularity with the 
Egyptian man-in-th e-street, official 
circles that follow the Israeli public 
opinion polls know that Welzman is 
not to be counted on as an Egyptian 
“partner** in the next Israeli 
Cabinet. 

Looking Israelward from Cairo, 
Yitzhak Rabin has only a slim 
chance of being the next prime 
minister. Rabin is considered to 
favour full U.S. Involvement in the 
peace process. His suggestions for 
the solution of the Palestinian 
problem are well-known here, but 
nevertheless he is not considered 
the man of the future. 

If Welzman links up with other 
politicians, such as Dayan and the 
Democratic ministers, he would be 
accepted with open arms here in 


Cairo. 

PERES IS considered to be the 
most serious candidate for the post 
of prime minister and everyone is 
showing interest in him a year and a 
half before the elections. 

All the members of the govern- 
ment are preparing the ground for a 
meeting with him. One gets the im- 
pression here in Cairo that the 
Israeli elections campaign has 
already started. Every Peres state- 
ment is carefully examined and 
evaluated for Its contribution to 
speeding up the autonomy talks. 
ONE CANNOT HELP noticing the 
yawning gap between Sadat and his 
ministers when it comes to follow- 
ing events in Israel. The president is 
a man of vision and wide-ranging 
horizons who sets the authoritative 
tone after he adopts decisions on all 
matter of subjects. The day-to-day 
implementation is left to his aides. 
Egyptians here are prepared to ad- 
mit that this division of labour has 
caused the many "misunderstan- 
dings'’ between Israel and Egypt. 

The Egyptian president baa much 
time and he is optimistic. He is 
waiting for the end of the U.S. elec- 
tions. for a word of agreement froxfi 
Saudi a and. above all for a change 
of government in Israel.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
For the 27th consecutive time the 
annual Kaplan Prizes for Produc- 
tivity were awarded yesterday 
evening — to nine men and teams of 
men, and to one woman. 

‘ The official distribution took 
place at the Jerusalem Theatre In 
the presence of Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Israel Katz, Mayor 
Teddy Kollek, the heads of the 
Hlatadrut and of the Manufacturers 
Association, and members of the 
prize committee. 

The prizes consist of a medal and 
certificate, plus a IL20.000 cash 
award. 

• In the afternoon President 
Yitzhak Navon hosted the winners 
at his residence. After the current 
selection the committee chairman, 
Israel Medan, introduced the 
recipients and explained the 
reasons for their nomination, the 
President said: "What we heard 
here is a hymn to creativity, a poem 
which finds very prosaic ex- 
pression.. .the people of Israel are 
not aware of their enormous 
creative potential, there is not 
enough flow of experiences. We 
should have broader inland 
tourism. Let more Israelis visit 
development towns, agricultural 
and industrial projects. Then they 
will come away in high spirits..." 

The President concluded by 
asking: "Can't we apply these ef- 
ficiency methods to the -social and 
political spheres?”

The award was in 
recognition of the speed and ef- 
ficiency with which it doubled the 
scheduled production of the 
successful Westwind executive jet. 
Although the Westwind contains no 
fewer than 15,000 types of com- 
ponents, the division did this within 
one year. Along the way the men 
reduced the number of hours re- 
quired to assemble a plane from 
27,000 in 1978, to 21,700 hours last 


year. * 

An additional prize for manufac- 
turing plants went to SCITEX of 
Herzliya, for the development, 
production and marketing of a 
variety of technological products, 
which have found ready acceptance 
in many countries with highly 
developed industrial economies. 


•DR. LUBA COHEN, the only, 
woman, among this year’s winners, 
is a Lithuanian-born mother of two. 
She developed new licorice 
byproducts and extraction 
processes, which are expected to 


The prize for individuals in in- 
dustry went to BEN-AMI 
BREINER, manager in charge of 
maintenance at the JLODZIA textile 
works. His achievement was in the 
field of energy — both putting 
available sources to maximum use 
and avoiding waste. In some case 
his improvement in the insulation 
and control of electrical appliances 
and machines resulted in power 
savings of up to 50 per cent. 

NAHUM REITER, of the 
MILITARY INDUSTRIES, won his 
..Individual -prize for developing, on 
advanced hydrostatic device, 
which speeds up and Improves the 
quality of certain security items 
manufactured by the Military In- 
dustries. 

The prize for manufacturing 
plants went to the passenger plane . 


The CENTRE FOR THE 
REPAIR AND MAINTENANCE of 
communications and electronic 
equipment of the Army Ordnance 
Corps won a prize for setting up a 
new communications system. Such 
work normally takes a number of 
years, but the centre did It in less 
than one year. 

The majority of the workers 
employed on this particular project 
are civilians working far the army, 
and they included a number of new 
immigrants. Only five years ago 
the centre also was among the 
winners of the Kaplan Prize. At that 
time the award was for efficiency in 
reconditioning • communications 
equipment; * * 

In the agricultural sector the 
prize went to MATITYAHU 
LANDAU, a member of kibbutz 
KFAR GILADI. His achievement 
was in the area of increasing the ef- 


ficiency of irrigation equipment 
and saving water. With great skill 
he coaxed crops out of parcels of 
land which had been considered un- 
profitable — all this, while using 
minimum amounts of water. 

• The staff of the department for 
systems development In the 
NATIONAL CENTRE FOR 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 
won its team prize for its new 
methods of storing and speedy 
retrival of information in mini- 
computers. Headed by YA’ACOV 
OMER. the team devised 
programmes for mini-computers, 
which until now could only be 
handled by much more expensive 
larger computers. 

A team of ELECTRIC 
CORPORATION workers won. the 
prize for saving the economy $2m. 
by completing In record time an 
electric, power line to the new air- 
port being built In the Negev. 

The workers completed the job in 
about two months, instead of taking 
more than a year. This avoided the 
need to fly in from the U.S. a 
number of diesel generators, which 
the Americans who are building the 
airports were planning to use. 

The work was done under harsh 
desert conditions including heat of 
46 degrees centigrade. The EC had 
to bulldoze new roads in certain 
spots and in others the line was 
stretched over hilly areas where 
the difference in height between 
■'one- power pote-te- another was 160 
metres. To finish the job in record" 
time', work wits' started at 4 a.m. 
and continued till 8 p.m.

The company ex- 
pects to export 1,200 tons of 
tomatoes this year at the top price 
of $2,500 a ton. 

■When Navon heard that Peretz 
recruited 80 families for his moshav 
during a round-the-world tour years 
ago, he offered to give the tomato 
expert a free plane ticket if he 
would go again to bring Jewish 
families on allya to settle on the 
Pithat Shalom moshavim.

National Insurance to go on 
collecting high school fees 


The ‘bulls’ return to the market 


Jerusalem Post Staff . 

Payment through the National In- 
surance Institute for free high 
school education was on Tuesday 
extended for another two years by a 
joint Knesset body. 

The payment is 0.4 per cent of In- 
come up to three times the average 
wage, or EL65.000 monthly. Self- 
employed pay the full 0.4 per cent. 
Wage earners pay 0.3 per cent and 
the employers pay the remaining 
0.1 per cent. 

Two years ago the payment for 
free schooling was voted by the 
Knesset- as a temporary two-year 
arrangement. Now it appears to 
have become permanent. 

When the Treasury said two 
years ago that it could no longer af- 
ford to continue with free high 
school, the government decided to 
raise the money through the 
National Insurance Institute, in- 
stead of through the income tax. 

Meanwhile, parents of three- to 
four-year-olds attending pre- 
compulsory kindergartens will next 
year have to pay up to a maximum 
of IS295 a month, an Education 
Ministry spokesman announced 
yesterday. Last year's top fees 
were IS93 until March and IS187 for 


April, May and June. 

Parents next year will pay 
between ISiB.7 and XS197 for 
September, ZS23-7 to IS237 for Oc- 
tober, November and December, 
IS26.7 to IS267 for January, 
February and March and IS29.5 to 
IS295 for April, May and June. 

The scale within each group of 
months is graded according to 
parents' income and the number of 
children attending pre-corapulsory 
kindergartens. 

The ministry hopes to Include 
prc-compulsory kindergarten 
pupils in Project Renewal areas 
within the project, perhaps freeing 
parents from all payment for their 
•toddlers' education. 

Some 90,000 three- to four-year- 
olds attend p re-compulsory state 
kindergartens, representing 70 per 
cent of the age group. Almost all the 
remaining 30 per cent attend 
private, kindergartens or day 
nurseries. 

The ministry yesterday promised 
not to Increase fees during the year, 
bus happened in the year which Just 
ended. The ministry will enable 
parents to pay the kindergarten 
fees In ll payments, instead of last 
year's 10 payments.

"They tend to 
blame everyone from the IDF and 
Arabs to the UN and the local 
shopkeeper for their trouble," he 
said. He suggested that the best 
treatment was one which "indirect- 
ly nibbled at the peripheries of their 
anxieties rather than attacked their 
core." 
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James Patten, of the Purdyshurn 
Psychiatric Hospital, Belfast, said 
that despite Northern Ireland's 
"bombs, murders, riots, mobs, 
maiming, early dawn arrests, and 
soldiers’ Incursions into private 
homes," there was "no Increase 
over the past decade in^the number 
of psychiatrically disturbed people 
In the province. In fact, in the first 
years of the violence there was a 
marked decrease in admissions to 
psychiatric wards and hospitals.” 

He noted that the Increased use In 
the province of tranquillisers since 
1969 was Identical with the in- 
creases in England And Wales. 

Patten noted that certain social 
groups, such as policemen and 
prison wardens, fearful for their 
families, and mothers of teenagers 
— fearful that their children would 
join In the violence — were par- 
ticularly vulnerable to emotional 
traumas induced by civil disorders 
on the Northern Ireland pattern.

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New questions on Lebanon 


LAST WEEK’S brutal smash-up of Camille Oiaxnoun's militias 
by Pierre Jemayel's Phalanges, In northern Lebanon, has so far 
elicited little comment in Israel. Tet it was patently a major 
event. Premier Hoss yesterday responded by submitting his 
government's resignation. 

It surely cannot be ignored, since successive Israeli 
governments have attached the highest importance to the 
Chris tian-Lebanese connection. 

For years Lebanon’s small Christian community — forward- 
looking, western oriented, and increasingly threatened by a 
growing Moslem majority — has been looked upon as Israel's 
most natural potential ally in the region. The outbreak of the 
Lebanese civil war, five years ago, helped solidify the earlier 
natural (though not always fully warranted) sympathy into 
something akin to a political alignment. 

When the FLO gangs, abetted by Moslem Leftists, declared a 
war to the finish on the Christians, Israel under Premier Rabin 
openly took the Christian side. Soon after, this led to the es- 
tablishment, under Israel sponsorship, of Major Haddad's semi- 
autonomous enclave along Israel's frontier. 

Premier Begin hewed to this policy, with even greater vigour. 
In the face of an Indifferent Christian world, Mr. Begin 
presented Israel as virtually the defender of the cross in 
Lebanon. 

But be tended to Ignore the darker aspects of the friendly com- 
munity up north: the streak of authoritarianism, the tendency 
to internecine warfare, the self-seeking irresponsibility. Nor 
has the government drawn clear distinctions in its attitude 
between the Christians of north and south Lebanon. What 
mattered was only the fact that they and we seemed to be facing 
a common enemy: primarily the PLO, and secondarily the 
Syrians (who entered Lebanon, it might be recalled, with 
Israel's consent, to rescue the Christians from the PLO 
assassins). 

Those problematics cannot any longer be blinked at, not after 
last week's terrible bloodletting- For the assault mounted by 
Mr. Jemayel's son, Bashir, on the forces commanded by the un- 
suspecting Chamounists, indicated not only an infinite capacity 
for self-destruction, but also a shift away from cooperation with 
Israel and perhaps towards reconciliation with the Syrians. 

A spokesman for Mr. Jdmayel Jr. declared immediately after 
the coup that the Christians were now united militarily, and that 
united they would eventually clear their country of “Palestinian 
occupation." This has now been followed by a virtual declara- 
tion of Christian autonomy within Lebanon under Phalangist 
leadership. 

Whether this proclaimed intention goes anywhere beyond the 
rhetorical remains to be seen. To the extent that it has deepened 
mutual animosities among the Christians in the north, it may in 
fact ha ve contributed to their weakening — and the weakening 
of their resolve, or at least ability, to stand up to their enemies. 

As far as Israel is concerned, it has a stake in assuring 
Lebanon's Christian community the freedom to decide on its 
communal policy — without, it might be added, the Intervention 
of armies, no matter from what quarter. 

But this country's long-range interest is not necessarily serv- 
ed by picking friends strictly according to their religion, rather 
than by their commitment to the ideal of peace and good- 
neighbourliness . 


Relief for the elderly 


TO GROW OLD is, in a way, life’s ultimate hope. But the dis- 
integration of human dignity to which so many elderly people are 
subjected in a large number of Israel’s nursing homes, where 
they are left by society to languish “in despair and waiting to 
die" — words used to describe their condition in a recent Social 
Affairs Ministry report — is a denial of life. 

Cfreat strides have no doubt been made during the past three 
decades in creating humane conditio ns for the country's "senior 
citizens” in which to spend their "golden years," even when un - 1 
able fully to fend for themselves. A particularly fine example I 
has been set by the kibbutzim, where older members are provid- 
ed with opportunities, tailored to their individual capacities, for 
employment in light industry. 

National insurance and pension schemes now guarantee the 
elderly at least minimum subsistence, but they are not geared 
to coping with the problem of the chronically 111. These oldsters 
must still choose by and large, between expensive nursing 
homes for the rich — - and wretched hovels for the poor. 

To be sure, there are some exceptions, of which the Joint 
Distribution Committee's Malben programme is perhaps the 
most outstanding. But in a country as committed as Israel to the 
ideas of social welfare, the answer can only come from a 
national insurance' programme that would cover the costs of 
caring for the chronically ill — the vast majority of whom are 
elderly people. Such a programme has now been devised by 
Social Affairs Minister Y Israel Katz. 

This would set up a new nursing insurance fund from excess 
money lying unused in the National Insurance Institute's mater- 
nity fund. This should be enough to cover the costs of providing 
decent nursing care in the elderly person's own community. By 
taking chronically ill patients out of scarce hospital beds, the 
progrsEmxne would thus save the state money in the long run. 

The urgency of this sort of programme is pointed up by 
statistics showing that the number of elderly people Is growing 
far out of proportion to the rest of the population. Within the next 
five years the number of people over 65 will rise by nearly one 
half; the number over 75 will be almost doubled. 

There is a danger that the Katz plan may be spiked by 
Finance Minister Hurvitz. His argument, for once, is not simply 
j money, but that the coming national health bill and pension bill 
should take adequate care of the needs of the elderly. 

The objection is specious. The pension bill is Irrelevant to the 
discussion, and the government’s health bill is curative and not 
even preventive In Its main thrust: how much less, then, will it be 
directed to treating the Incurable. 

Unless the country is prepared to suffer with indifference the 
disgraceful maltreatment of so many of its elderly, it must give 
them, for once. Its undivided attention.

THE INTERIOR MINISTER has 
now, after some Initial hesitation, 
ordered that Israel's clocks he ad- 
vanced one hour at midnight on 
August 2 In compliance with the 
High Court's decision this week. 

But the battle of summer time is 
apparently not over yet, not even 
this summer. Ashkenazi Chief Rab- 
bi Shlomo Goren has denounced the 
court's ruling and the minister's 
decision as an Insufferable Imposi- 
tion on the observant In reciting 
their morning prayers, and as a 
green light for a massive desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath, since the day of 
rest would now last right into the 
cinemas' early evening show. 

Likening the summer time' edict 
to Britain's notorious "White 
Paper" of 1939 which very nearly 
barred further Jewish immigration 
to and land purchase in the country, 
Rabbi Goren suggested that it 
should be similarly defied. 

If I have read Rabbi Goran's dic- 
tum correctly, it comes down to 
this: What stands between us and 
the coming of the Messiah is our 
proximity to Greenwich Mean 
Time. We have neatly boiled down 
the Jewish -faith and its spiritual 
concepts to watching the clock. If 
the Sabbath goes out at 7.43 p.m. we 
shall make paradise, if at 8.43, we 
are on the way to damnation. No 
longer need we watch our 
behaviour, our morals, our honesty 
and decency. All we need watch la 
our watches. 

I for one refuse to accept this at- 
titude as -representing the religion 
of my fathers. I consider it nothlg 
more than one more turn of the 
coalition screw, a turn that hopeful- 
' ly will break not our thumbs, but the 
proverbial camel's back. 

I also refuse to pour the baby out 
with the bathwater* and forgo my

fathers' faith becauae of the 
shenanigans the politico-religious 
establishment carries out in its 
name. I would no more denounce 
my religion and abstain from prac- 
tising it because of them than^l 
would denounce and abstain from 
eating vegetables because of the 
bizarre faddlsm and fanaticism of 
some vegetarians. 

It Is not the vegetables which are 
to blame for the actions of those who 
have assumed their 
spokesmans hip.
